SECTION 1. Section one of chapter 136 of the gen- Amended. 
eral laws of 1860 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows : "There is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
a sum sufficient to pay the per diem of officers of the 
legislature as follows: To the chief clerks each six 
dollars ; to the assistant clerks and sergeant-atarms 
each five dollars; to all other clerks, book-keepers, 
clerks of standing ccmmittees, assistant sergeant-at arms 
and postmasters, each four dollars ; to the assistant 
postmasters, door-keepers, firemen, porters, gallery at-

, tendants and, night watchmen each three dollars and 
fifty cents ; to all messengers each two dollars." 

SECTION 2. This act shall apply to the whole time 
of the present session of the legislature. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
